DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that "directly above" does not mean in direct physical contact. 

The examiner maintains the position that "directly above" and "directly over" 
mean in direct physical contact, because "directly above" does not allow other elements 
to be present between the elements in question. Therefore, there is no support for the 
claimed limitaion of "directly above". 

Applicant argues that there is no motivation or incentive to electrically connect 
the two vias 20 of Lee (Fig. 2A). 

Although Lee disconnect the two vias from being directly connected to the fuse 
link, figure 2A of Lee illustrates one device comprising two interconnects 30 and a fuse 
link. A complete device (circuit) which comprises interconnects and a fuse link must 
have currents flowing through the entire circuit, including both the interconnects and the 
fuse link. Therefore, the two vias are indirectly electrically connected to the fuse link. 
Note that the broad recitation of the claims does not require the fuse link to directly 
connect the first via to the second via.
